Mrs. Furtado also asked the 

School Committee if she knew where the Feasibility Study Committee invite was posted.  

 

Katie Smith, the Student Advisory Committee representative informed the School Committee that the 

Interact Club will be having a “Caps for Kids” day. Any student who wants to participate can pay a 

dollar to wear a hat for the day. All money raised will go to cancer research. 

 

Dr. Baldwin gave the School Committee an update regarding his attendance at the September 28, 2011 

MSBA meeting. At the meeting the MSBA voted unanimously to support the elementary school project. 

The MSBA will pay up to 63.5 percent of the cost. Dr. Baldwin informed the Committee that the Town 

now has 120 days to decide whether to support the project. Members of the School Committee asked 

Mr. Bunnell to give them an update on the project.  

 

Mr. Kitchen gave the School Committee a lengthy presentation on the work that was done in the schools 

throughout the summer. Mr. Kitchen also informed the School Committee of the upcoming window 

repair project at Fairhaven High School.  

 

The School Committee received and placed on file the September monthly enrollment. 

 

Dr. Baldwin gave the School Committee an overview of the 2010-2011 Adequate Yearly Progress 

results.
